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HAVO 



fight for 
survival 


AN UMBRELLA organisation 
for voluntary groups is 
struggling for survival after 
its funding ran out. 

The Haverhill Association of 
Voluntary Organisations 
(HAVO) was forced to make its 
only paid member of staff, 
projects co-ordinator Michael 
Simpkin, redundant while it 
searches for alternative sources 
of cash. 

At a special meeting last week, HAVO 
told supporters that it would continue 
with a limited service - run on an 
unpaid basis by chairman Mick Smith 
and vice-chairman Eric Bratt - until 
replacement funding could be found. 

But Mr Smith said the trustees could 
close HAVO if sufficient alternative 
funds are not found. 

In the meantime, HAVO has made a 
new application to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council for core funding - 
even though the council has said it is 
cutting back its contributions to

voluntary organisations. 

The council’s grants committee is 
due to consider HAVO’s bid, along with 
bids from other organisations, later this 
month. 

Mr Smith said: “I don’t feel too down 
in the dumps, although I’m gutted that 
we had to lose Michael.” 

A bid to take over a charity shop in 
the town, which would have solved 
HAVO’s funding problems, fell through 
when a national charity took over the 
premises. 

HAVO was formed more than 10 
years ago to provide support and advice 
for other voluntary bodies. 

One of its main functions is pro¬ 
viding Criminal Records Bureau checks 
- a service it provides for a nominal 
donation for volunteers. 

It also helps new voluntary organ¬ 
isations set up with advice about their 
constitution and applying for 
charitable status.

Stolen scratch cards 
‘would be worthless’ 

LOTTERY scratch cards were 
stolen when two men broke into a 
filling station. 

Raiders broke into the premises in 
Manor Road, Haverhill, just before 
3am on Tuesday by smashing 
glass in a door. They made off in a 
maroon-coloured estate car after 
grabbing the cards. 

Both men were white and in their 
20s. One was of slim to medium 
build and was wearing black 
tracksuit bottoms, a black coat, a 
white or grey hooded top, black 
shoes and dark coloured gloves. 
The second man was wearing navy 
tracksuit bottoms and a dark 
coloured coat and was carrying a 
red bag. 

The scratch cards had a face value 
of £3,200. But police said they had 
not been activated and would be 
worthless. Any winning cards 
would not be paid out. 

A Suffolk police spokeswoman 
said: “We would warn people 
against buying scratch cards from 
anyone other than an authorised 
National Lottery outlet.”

Medic teams 
save victim of 
heart attack 


A MAN who suffered a 
heart attack while exer¬ 
cising on a static bike is 
said to be doing well in 
hospital after life-saving 
treatment was given by a 
paramedic, a community 
first responder and an 
emergency doctor. 

The man, in his 50s, is rec¬ 
overing in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge after the 
incident at the Feel Good Fit¬ 
ness Centre in Haverhill last 
Thursday. 

He was given emergency 
resuscitation from bystanders 
and among the first people on 
the scene were an ambulance 
service paramedic and Magpas 
community first responder, 
Steven Wagstaff. 

A local Suffolk Accident Res¬ 
cue Services (SARS) doctor also 
helped treat the patient and a 
Magpas emergency medical 
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team was flown in by the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance 

Two of the team travelled in a 
road ambulance to Adden¬ 
brooke’s where the man was 
taken in critical condition. 

Daryl Brown, operations 
manager for Magpas, said: 
“This is a very unusual sit¬ 
uation where both clinical sides 
of the charity are working 
together at the same incident. 

“Steven Wagstaff is a very 
valued member of the comm¬ 
unity first responder group who 
volunteer their time within the 
community to save lives. 

“To have the emergency 
medical team, also a volunteer 
service, and the East Anglian 
Air Ambulance attend high¬ 
lights the fantastic dedication 
of all the partners in delivering 
such a high level of pre-hospital 


medical care. 

“The chances of surviving an 
out-of-hospital cardiac arrest 
are just 3 per cent nationwide 
and for every minute that goes 
by from the moment you suffer 
a cardiac arrest your chances of 
survival drop by 10 per cent. 

“So the fast response from 
our Community First Resp¬ 
onder and emergency medical 
team really does illustrate how 
effective our charity is at saving 
lives in the East of England.” 

Deborah Florence, spokes¬ 
woman for Magpas, said: 
“Thanks to the emergency 
training Magpas volunteer doc¬ 
tors and paramedics receive, 
and the advanced clinical 
equipment available aboard 
Anglia Two (the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance helicopter), our 
emergency medical team was 
able deliver an advanced level 
of pre-hospital emergency 
medical care at the scene.”

HAVO helped laun¬ 
ch WASH Sailability, 
an organisation which 
provides sailing exp¬ 
erience for people 
with disabilities, ear¬ 
lier this year. 

Mr Smith said it 
would cost £30,000 a 
year to continue pro¬ 
viding the same ser¬ 
vice that HAVO has 
previously provided 
because an employee 
would have to be 
paid “the going rate” 
rather than the 
nominal salary paid 
to Mr Simpkin for his 
part-time post. 

Previously, HAVO 
has had £9,000 fund¬ 
ing from the borough 
council.

PRIMARY school pupils 
in Cambridgeshire have 
turned in another top- 
notch set of results and 
reached or surpassed the 
national average in Eng¬ 
lish, maths and science. 

The Key Stage 2 school per¬ 
formance tables - which will be 
scrapped next year if teachers 
have their way - reveal how 
many youngsters have achieved 
the expected level 4 standard in 
each of the three subjects. 

In Cambridgeshire, 81 per 
cent of youngsters hit the mark 
in English, compared to the 
national average of 80 per cent. 

The maths result of 79 per 
cent and science score of 88 per 
cent were the same as the 
national averages. 

But despite the results, 
Cambridgeshire slipped from 
its position as the 42nd best¬ 
performing authority last year 
to 69th place. 

There were notable successes 
for individual schools in the 
region - and three achieved 
perfect scores. 

Bright pupils at Little Thet- 
ford C of E Primary School, 
Foxton Primary School and 
Ashdon Primary School, near 
Saffron Walden, all achieved the 
required level 4 in all three 
subjects, giving the schools the 


maximum score of 300 points. 

The three schools made it 
into the top 200 primary 
schools in England, ranked by 
the aggregate score from the 
three subjects. 

The accolade of top school in 
Cambridgeshire went to Little 
Thetford, followed by Foxton in 
second and Bury C of E Primary 
School, which had perfect 
scores in English and science 
and 97 per cent in maths. 

A Cambridgeshire County 
Council spokesman said: “We 
are very pleased with these 
results, which are further 
testimony to the hard work and 
dedication of our pupils and 
teachers and the support of 
their families.” 

The league tables also look at 
the most improved schools in 
the country by measuring pro¬ 
gress in all three subjects from 
2006 to 2009. 

Schools minister Diana John¬ 


son said: “Over the past 12 
years, schools have made huge 
progress in raising standards. 

“This is down to the hard 
work of teaching professionals, 
governors and local authorities 
coupled with record invest¬ 
ment, and the introduction of 
national strategies for the three 
Rs that were so badly needed in 
the late 90s. 

“At the same time, it’s also 
important to remember that 
while the majority of pupils 
meet the expected level, those 
who achieve level 3 are not ‘lost’ 
children. 

“They can add up, write 
stories and poems and read and 
enjoy books like Harry Potter. 
Our catch-up programmes are 
designed to help them climb up 
to national expectations in the 
next stage of school.” 

The tables show rising numb¬ 
ers of primary schools nation¬ 
ally are failing to give the maj¬ 


ority of their pupils a decent 
grounding in reading, writing 
and arithmetic. 

At 885 primaries in England, 
more than half of 11-year-olds 
failed to reach level 4 in both 
their English and maths tests 
this year, up from 798 schools 
last year. 

The National Association of 
Head Teachers says it will boy¬ 
cott next year’s Sats if they are 
not scrapped. 

In a statement it said: 
“League tables of pupil per¬ 
formance are misleading to 
parents. 

“They are also demoralising 
for schools and school leaders, 
particularly those working tire¬ 
lessly in tough communities 
and they add nothing to the 
impetus for school improve¬ 
ment.” 

Chris Keates, general sec¬ 
retary of the NASUWT teaching 
union, said: “I have no doubt 
the results will once again show 
the steady and sustained year- 
on-year improvement schools 
consistently produce. 

“However, the tables will no 
doubt once again provoke the 
mind-numbing debate on Sats 
which will serve only to under¬ 
mine the hard work and ach¬ 
ievement of pupils and teach¬ 
ers.” 

Under the proposed ind¬ 
ustrial action, teachers will 
refuse to administer, invigilate 
and mark Sats in English and 
maths next year. 
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Setback for councils 
over reorganisation 
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COUNCIL leaders have vowed to 
continue fighting plans to re¬ 
organise local government in 
Suffolk - despite losing the latest 
round of a legal battle. 

Appeal court judges yesterday set aside an 
earlier High Court ruling which backed the 
views of councils fighting proposals which 
could lead to a single council covering most 
of the county. 

Forest Heath District Council, which 
includes the Newmarket and Mildenhall 
areas, together with St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, which covers Haverhill 
and Bury St Edmunds, are among councils 
who have challenged the way that the 
Boundary Committee for England has 
carried out a consultation about the shake- 
up. 

The councils have argued that residents 
should have the chance to comment on 
their ideas for three separate unitary 
councils - one each for the west and east of 
the county and one for the Ipswich area. 

A High Court judge supported their views 
with a ruling given in July. Now that has 
been overturned by the Appeal Court. 

The legal battle is believed to have cost 
thousands of pounds of public money. 

A joint statement has been issued by the 
leaders of the councils involved in the court 
hearing. They are Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, of 
Forest Heath, Cllr John Griffiths, of St 
Edmundsbury, and Cllr Ray Herring, of

They said: “We find it deeply frustrating 
and extremely disappointing that there will 
now be no opportunity to make the 
Boundary Committee take the views of local 
people into account. 

“The Boundary Committee is 
accountable to no one. We, however, are 
accountable to our residents and will 
continue working to ensure their voices are 
heard. We will now take some time to look 
at our next steps, whether that's appealing 
to the Supreme Court or taking our case 
directly to Whitehall.” 

A Boundary Committee spokesman said: 
“We regret the delays and increased costs to 
the public purse that legal challenges have 
brought to the process and welcome today’s 
unequivocal judgment.”

Panayis was granted 
conditional bail and Holland 
was remanded in custody. 

They will face a preliminary 
hearing at Crown court next 
Thursday. 

Holland will also face a 
further hearing at Sudbury 
magistrates’ court next 
Monday on two charges of 
theft. 

Panayis is facing a further 
hearing at Bury St Edmunds 
court on January 26 on 
burglary and handling stolen 
goods charges.

ENTERPRISING young stud¬ 
ents at a Haverhill school have 
been praised after devising 
innovative ways to raise 
money for St Nicholas Hospice 
Care. 

About 200 Year 9 students from 
Samuel Ward Arts and Technology 
College have launched a number of 
fundraising initiatives as part of the 
school's work with the charity. 

They have sold Christmas cards 
and cakes, come up with fundraising 
puzzles and games and will even 
spend Saturday morning washing 
cars at the town’s Tesco store. 

The fundraising attempts, part of a 
business enterprise course ran by the 
school, saw each tutor group given 
£25 to start their venture. 

After paying for any set-up costs, 
they were then encouraged to make 
as much money as possible with all 
funds raised going to the hospice. 

Annette Barnes, work-related 
learning co-ordinator for the college, 
said the idea was part of the 
Government's drive to get pupils 
more ready for the world of work. 

She added: “We wanted to en¬ 
courage pupils to have independence 
and make their own decisions and 
enterprise is a huge part of that. 

“£25 was given to each tutor group 
and we challenged them to make 
more money from that.

the pupils and their teachers.” 

The initiative has even seen tutor 
groups give up their lunch times to 
work on their ideas and it is hoped the 
fundraising project will last 
throughout the school year. 

Ms Barnes said the hospice was

Mr Norris said: “I addressed the 
Year 9 pupils in their assembly to tell 
them a little more about how the 
hospice can help patients and 
families and how their fantastic 
fundraising and business ideas are so 
crucial for our day-to-day running 
costs. 

“I was really impressed with the 


innovation and enthusiasm of the 
pupils taking part. This is part of a 
number of events the school is doing 
for the hospice and we would like to 
thank everyone at Samuel Ward for all 
their fantastic efforts.” 

The students will also be busking in 
the Queen Street and Jubilee Walk 
areas and raising money for the 
hospice at Haverhill's late night 
shopping event on December 11.

Q: Money is really tight this year 
and I’m worried about 
Christmas coming up. Help! 

A: Christmas is a time of giving, 
but you don’t want to give 
yourself a headache in the New 
Year with bills and debts you 
can’t afford. 

It’s all too easy to overspend - 
there are tempting offers and 
pressures to buy, but the key 
thing is to decide how much you 
can afford before you start 
spending. Follow our top tips for 
avoiding a Christmas debt 
hangover: 

Plan early for Christmas: 

Be realistic and budget 
accordingly. Work out how much 
you are going to spend on each 
person and stick to it. Manage 
expectations as to what you or 
Santa can give. 

Don’t forget the everyday bills: 

Remember that rent, the 
mortgage, utility bills, food bills 
and other existing debts still have 
to be paid and the consequences 
can be severe if they’re not. Even 
though it’s Christmas, get your 
priorities right. 

Don’t bank on an overdraft: 

If you do need more money, don’t 
just run up an overdraft without 
talking to your bank first. It will 
work out much more expensive. 
Keep things simple: 

If you can afford to pay for your 


goods outright by cash, cheque, 
or debit card, don’t be persuaded 
to take out extended credit 
agreements unless they really do 
work out cheaper.

Youth offending figures 
plummet to 5-year low 


THE number of children in 
Cambridgeshire caught up in 
crime fell in the last year. 

The number of youth off¬ 
enders in the county dropped 
from 1,010 to 778, the best 
period since 2003/04. The 
number per 100,000 young 
people dropped from 1,770 to 
1,360. 

And the number of 10 to 
17-year-olds getting their first 
reprimand, warning or con¬ 
viction fell by almost 1,000 
from 3,947 in 2007/8 to 2,977 
in 2008/9 in Suffolk, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Norfolk. 

The figures, published by 
the Department for Children, 
Schools and Families after 
being collated from the nat¬ 
ional crime database, show a 
21.6 per cent drop in 10 to 17- 


year-old first offenders across 
England. 

Schools Minister Vernon 
Coaker said: “I am really 
pleased to see such a sig¬ 
nificant drop in the number 
of young people committing 
serious offences which warr¬ 
ant action through the crim¬ 
inal justice system. It shows 
we are on the right track in 
tackling youth crime. 

“These figures show that 
our efforts to prevent low- 
level offences escalating into 
more serious crime are work¬ 
ing. 

“We know that victims of 
low-level crime are happier 
with this approach, and it 
frees up police time to deal 
with more serious offences.”

As well as gaining new quali¬ 
fications, Mr Rawlings was given 
advice and guidance on career 
change from centre staff, help 
with his CV and assistance with 
online job searching.

Flexible IT workshops enable 
learners to work at their own 
pace as they learn about word 
processing, spreadsheets, inter¬ 
net and email. Courses are 
aimed at beginners, intermed¬ 
iate or advanced learners.

Police want drink-drive tip-offs 


POLICE have appealed 
for tip-offs from the 
public about drink-driv¬ 
ers and those who may 
have taken drugs. 

Suffolk police’s annual 
campaign got under way 
on Tuesday with an 
appeal for information 
about anyone driving 
while over the drink 
limit or after taking 
drugs. 


Officers will be rout¬ 
inely breath-testing 
anyone involved in a 
collision and will also be 
targeting speeding driv¬ 
ers, as well as those 
driving without seat 
belts or while using a 
mobile phone. 

County figures show 
that around 17 per cent 
of fatal road crashes in 
the county last year 


involved drink or drugs. 

Chief Inspector Mike 
Bacon said: “Drink¬ 
driving can have tragic 
consequences and I 
would strongly urge 
people not to do it. By 
doing so, they may ruin 
their own lives as well as 
the lives of others - it 
really isn’t worth the risk. 

“Last December, we 
saw an increase in the 


number of people we 
caught drink-driving. 
This should act as a 
warning: if you drink 
and drive you will be 
arrested and prosecuted. 

“Instead of spending a 
night in the cells, please 
take the sensible option 
and leave your car at 
home - get a taxi or ask a 
designated driver for a 
lift.”

Survey reveals spending habits 


PAYING off credit card bills 
and other debt, meeting 
household bills, covering the 
cost of Christmas and the fear 
of losing their job are the 
issues most people concerned 
about. 

Although 43 per cent of people 
who filled in an online survey - 
conducted by our sister paper, the 
Cambridge News - said they had 
“no major financial worries”, others 
were dwelling on one or more 
pressing money issues. Top of the 
worry list was the prospect they, or 
their partner, could lose their job - 
a concern raised by 27 per cent of 
respondents. 

Some 26 per cent are worried 
about debts, 25 per cent are 
wondering how to pay household 
bills, while 24 per cent are having 
nightmares about Christmas. The 
same proportion are concerned 
that they have more money going 
out than coming in, while 18 per 
cent worry about paying their 
mortgage or rent. 


V BARCLAYS 

Among 16 to 25-year-olds, 
concerns are credit cards or other 
debt and finding cash to pay for 
Christmas, with 31 per cent saying 
those were the issues that worried 
them most. 

Andy King, a money adviser at 
the Cambridge branch of the 
Citizens Advice Bureau, says a 
starting point in managing finances 
is to draw up a budget sheet. He 
said: “We put everything into the 
budget sheet, expenditure like rent 
or mortgage, utilities, road tax, the 
car MoT and the cost of children’s 
birthday presents. 

“If you are budgeting, separate 
out the regular expenditure and the 
other one-off expenditure. Separate 
your finances into two sections and 
put some money aside for the 
peaks and troughs. 


“We encourage people to set up 
a savings account. Set up a regular 
standing order so you are dedi¬ 
cated to putting that money aside. 
Then people have some money to 
pay for one-off items rather than 
put them on a credit card.” 

If bills are mounting up, he says 
it is time to take stock. He said: 
“Look to see if there is anything you 
can cut down on. Rent or mortgage, 
council tax and utilities are the 
main priorities. If you don’t pay 
them, these are the people that can 
make life difficult for you. 

“If you cut back and still can’t pay 
the minimum amount on your 
credit card, contact us for help.” 

Respondents had a mixed opin¬ 
ion of how the economy is faring. 
Nearly half believe the housing 
market is picking up, while 23 per 
cent think we are coming out of 
recession and 18 per cent say 
employment prospects are imp¬ 
roving. However, 43 per cent did 
not agree with any indications 
things may be getting better. 

When it comes to bills, the 


majority of respondents pay less 
than £500 a month in rent or 
mortgage, with 23 per cent paying 
below £250 and 26 per cent 
coughing up £250-£500. 

Around half stump up £1,000- 
£1,500 in council tax each year. The 
majority also pay out £50 or less a 
month on their bills for electricity, 
gas and water. But a significant 
proportion of 16 to 25-year-olds did 
not know how much they spend on 
bills. 

When it comes to food, just 
under a quarter of readers spend 
£40 to £60 a week on groceries, 
while nearly one in five spend £60 
to £80 or £80 to £100. But 4 per cent 
spend less than £25. 

Among 16 to 25-year-olds, about 
a third spend £40 to £60 a week on 
groceries and 20 per cent spend 
£60 to £80, with 13 per cent 
scraping by on less than £25. 

A third of respondents do not 
save a penny each month and 17 
per cent save £50 or less. However, 
6 per cent manage to bank more 
than £1,000 a month. 


One in three 16 to 25-year-olds 
do not save anything, while 10 per 
cent save up to £50 a month and 10 
per cent save up to £100. However 
17 per cent save £301-£500. 

If they got into financial diffi¬ 
culties, the majority would either 
seek help from family or talk to 
their bank or building society. 
Almost a third - 28 per cent - also 
do not have a non-state pension. 
Among 16 to 25-year-olds this 
figure is higher - 51 per cent. 

Marie-Claire Berreen, Barclays 
community investment manager, 
said: “Money can be a difficult 
subject and we see this a lot with 
the young people we’re helping to 
manage money through Barclays 
Money Skills. 

“We tend to openly talk about 
what we’d like to spend money on 
but we don’t necessarily talk to 
anyone about our money worries. 
Regardless of what you’re worried 
about it’s important to talk to 
someone and to encourage those 
close to you to do the same.”

Patients urged to ‘Choose Well’ 


PEOPLE in Suffolk who need 
medical care are being encour¬ 
aged to ‘Choose Well’ this winter 
in a major new campaign - to 
help alleviate pressure on the 
local NHS.

“We want to ensure people 
choose the right service for their 
needs, and that emergency 
services are freed-up to treat 
people who really do have an 
emergency. 

“Some patients may not realise 
that their symptoms could be 
treated by other NHS services. 
Choose Well helps people 
understand what is available and 
how choosing the right one 
means they will get the best 
treatment.”

Kendal learns new 
tricks on the stage 


National treasure Felicity Kendal tells JENNIFER SHELTON 
about her journey from The Good Life to bad girl. 


B EST known for her 
endearing 
performances as 
Barbara in The Good Life 
and as a horticultural 
detective in the ever-so- 
slightly bonkers 
Rosemary and Thyme, 
actress Felicity Kendal 
has been woven well 
and truly into the fabric 
of British culture. 

Yet it is not long into our 
interview that I discover a 
more businesslike woman 
residing behind the bubbly 
screen presence. 

Kendal is currently starring 
in George Bernard Shaw’s 
bold, racy play Mrs Warren’s 
Profession, which arrived in 
Cambridge this week. 

The play provides a hard¬ 
hitting critique on the roles of 
women in the male-dominated 
world of Victorian London, 
which, she feels, is still very 
relevant today. 

“The character Mrs Warren 
is a strong woman, a survivor, 
who finds, when she’s in the 
gutters, that the only way she 
can get what she wants it to 
become a prostitute. And that 
is what she does. 

“She is an incredibly tough 


businesswoman, where, in the 
world she was living in, it was 
impossible to make your own 
money and choose your own 
life unless you were highly 
educated. 

“The argument of the play 
is that women did not have 
equal opportunities to men, 
and they still don’t.” 

While Kendal isn’t in 
raptures about playing a 
prostitute, she is full of 
respect for the brilliance of 
Shaw’s writing and the 
opportunity it presented. 

“It’s like any job,” she 
explains, “the offer at the time 
seems a good idea. I can’t say 
what fun it is to play a 
prostitute. I enjoy doing 
Shaw,” she stresses. 

“I can’t say ‘oh yummy 
scrummy, I’m going in tonight 
to play an evil woman’. The 
character you play is just part 
of the job.” 

Kendal was introduced to 
acting at a very early age. 

Born in 1946, she spent her 
childhood travelling 
throughout India with her 
parents as part of a touring 
theatre company. With them 
she performed in just about 


every venue imaginable, from 
small villages to palaces, 
making her stage debut at the 
age of just 6 months. 

“It was lovely, I had a 
wonderful childhood. I was 
very, very lucky.” 

Trained to act, Kendal had 
no thoughts of pursuing a 
different career or settling for a 
more traditional lifestyle. 

“Settled and normal are 
actually two words I don’t 
much yearn for,” she 
considers with a cackle. “I 
certainly didn’t wake up one 
day and think ‘I want to be an 
actress’. It wasn’t a decision I 
made. 

“That was what I was 
trained to do, a bit like an 
apprentice in a butcher’s. I 
was sent to work on the stage 
and I learned my trade on 
various stages when I was 
very young. 

“I was a little bit like Mrs 
Warren - that’s what I’m fit 
for, that’s what I’m trained to 
do. 

As she says in the play: ‘What 
else am I going to do?”’ 

Kendal’s more recent 
ventures have included a role 
in Doctor Who, where she 


played an aristocrat who 
becomes pregnant by a giant 
alien wasp - certainly 
something a bit different to 
add to the CV. 

“I think if you do anything in 
Doctor Who it’s bound to be 
slightly bizarre,” she laughs. 

“That was just a fun job. I 
enjoyed it. And David Tennant 
is a lovely actor.” 

The one downside to the 
transient nature of acting, 
Kendal admits, comes from 
having to leave colleagues 
behind, having forged strong 
friendships. 

Speaking about Penelope 
Keith, her co-star in The Good 
Life, she explains: “We keep in 
touch now and again, but 
we’ve both gone on to do 
other things. 

“One of the sad things 
about this business is that you 
get close to people, like a 
family, and then they move on 
and you move on.” 

The Good Life was an 
instant hit when it first aired in 
1975 and its enduring appeal 
saw it come in at number nine 
in a BBC poll for Britain’s Best 
Sitcom in 2004. 

Did Kendal have an inkling 



at the time that they were 
making an all-time classic? 

“No, I don’t think anyone 
ever does,” she says. “Part of 
being an actor is that you 
invariably are in a situation 
where you don’t know what’s 
going to happen next. 

“You want things to be 


successful and half the time 
you’re disappointed and half 
the time you’re pleased. If you 
could make a formula for a 
successful thing we would 
never have any failures. It’s 
impossible to predict, and it’s 
impossible to say ‘that is 
why’. That is part of the 


fascination of the job.”

The big film 


LAW ABIDING CITIZEN (18,108 
mins) Thriller/Action. Gerard 
Butler, Jamie Foxx, Bruce McGill, 
Leslie Bibb, Viola Davis, Regina 
Hall, Emerald-Angel Young, 
Brooke Mills, Ksenia Hulayev.

JUSTICE is blind - and by the end of F 
Gary Gray’s gruesome thriller, it’s also 
horribly burned, dismembered and 
disembowelled as a family man turns 
the tables on the lawmakers who let 
him down, with the help of his good 
friend Semtex. 

The moral conundrum that underpins 
Kurt Wimmer’s screenplay is 
constantly obscured by graphic 


violence and relentlessly sadistic 
revenge fantasies played out by the 
central character on the denizens of 
Philadelphia. 

His corruption at the hands of an 
unfair justice system and subsequent 
quest for retribution are supposed to 
blur the lines between good and evil, 
but the protagonists aren’t sketched in 
sufficient detail to carry the story’s 
flimsy convictions. 

Gerard Butler chews lifelessly on every 
cliched line, while Jamie Foxx, as the 
crusading man of the law who must 
stop him, is just plain lifeless. 

In a deeply unpleasant prologue, 
brilliant inventor Clyde Shelton (Butler) 
is at home, playing the doting father to 


his young daughter (Hulayev), when 
two thugs break in, stab and restrain 
him and his wife (Mills) and go after 
the girl. 

Clyde loses the two people he cares 
most about in this sorry world then, to 
add insult to unbearable injury, glory¬ 
chasing lead prosecutor Nick Rice 
(Foxx) cuts a deal with one of the 
perpetrators, agreeing a reduced 
sentence in exchange for testimony 
against the accomplice. 

Ten years later, Clyde enacts his 
master plan to make Nick suffer just 
like he did, by attacking his colleagues 
Jonas Cantrell (McGill) and Sarah 
Lowell (Bibb) and the mayor (Davis). 
Clyde even involves Nick’s wife Kelly 
(Hall) and daughter Denise (Young), 
so the prosecutor tries to reason with 
him. 

When more people die while Clyde is 
safely tucked away in a prison cell, the 
prosecutor and cop pal Detective 
Dunnigan (Meaney) face the terrifying 
possibility that their prime suspect has 
an accomplice on the outside. 

Law Abiding Citizen plays out largely 
as expected, with lashings of blood 
and gore to remind us that Clyde is a 
psychopath. 

The hunt for the accomplice is a 
classic Scooby Doo caper, replete with 
a ridiculous pay-off that is impossible 
to take seriously. 

Justice is bland.

Help nature by making 
gardens wildlife friendly 


M ore gardeners are 
creating wild 
areas to attract 
bees, butterflies, 
hedgehogs and birds - yet 
some wildlife is still in 
decline, according to a 
new survey. 

Sightings of frogs, toads and 
hedgehogs are down compared 
with this time last year, 
according to BBC Gardeners’ 
World magazine, which carried 
out the survey in October on 
more than 2,000 readers. 

Only 27 per cent of those 
polled saw hedgehogs in 2009, 
compared with 44 per cent last 
year. 

“Hedgehogs are in decline for 
many reasons, although little is 
known about why/’ says Fay 
Vass of the British Hedgehog 
Preservation Society 
Overzealous fencing prevents 
the creatures moving between 
gardens looking for food, while 
decking also limits foraging 
opportunities. 

If you want to attract 
hedgehogs, go for flowering 
hedges as a screening which 
provides flowers and fruits for 
wildlife and cover for the

animals. 

Creating a wood pile should 
encourage them to build a nest 
underneath. Compost heaps 
also attract hedgehogs, which 
not only nest there but also feed 
off the insects that congregate. 

Allow nettles and weeds to 
take over a corner of your 
garden, which will provide 
privacy for small creatures. 
Having nesting boxes for 
hedgehogs, birds and bats 
might also encourage these 
creatures into your garden. 

One-third of ponds are 
thought to have disappeared in 
the last 50 years, according to 
the charity Amphibian and 
Reptile Conservation. This has 
had an enormous impact on 
wildlife, particularly 
amphibians. 

Despite the fact that 33 per 


cent of those polled have a 
pond to attract amphibians, 
only 42 per cent of them saw 
frogs, compared with 67 per 
cent last year. Only 16 per cent 
saw toads, down from 41 per 
cent. 

If you don’t have a pond, 
think about installing one, even 
if it’s just a small pond or bog 
garden. An area of water 
attracts a multitude of creatures 
including frogs, toads, newts, 
diving beetles, water scorpions 
and thirsty hedgehogs. 

Choose an area away from 
trees, especially sycamore. One 
side of the pond should 
gradually slope to allow 
hedgehogs and other small 
wildlife an exit. 

The results of the survey are 
not all bad, however. Bee, moth 
and butterfly populations are 
showing signs of recovery, 
thanks to a warmer, drier spring 
which enabled many species to 
breed before the wet summer. 

Numbers of rare butterfly 
species, such as the heath 
fritillary, marsh fritillary and the 
silverstudded blue, are up. 

While native red squirrels are 
still confined to certain parts of 
the UK, they seem to be 
recolonising in the north of 


England, according to Save Our 
Squirrels, and some are 
showing signs of immunity to 
squirrel pox. 

While many species of moth 
are endangered in the UK, 
some 75 per cent of readers 
reported seeing them this year. 

To encourage moths, grow 
nectar-rich tobacco plants and 
red campion, and night- 
scented plants such as evening 
primrose, honeysuckle and 
stocks. 

Gardeners’World editor Adam 
Pasco says: “With a little 
understanding of the needs of 
wildlife we can create 
environments to encourage it to 
actually take up residence in 
our gardens. 

“Planting hedges and borders 
of shrubs will provide shelter 
and nesting sites for birds, and 
fruits and berries provide food, 
while areas left wild give creat¬ 
ures somewhere to hibernate. 
Water is also essential, from 
ponds where frogs, toads, 
newts, dragonflies and more 
can live, to a simple bird bath 
for drinking and preening.”

IF there’s a global 
recession on, then no- 
one has told Germany’s 
car makers. 

News of expensive 
executive motors is 
continuing to flow thick 
and fast from one of 
Europe’s industrial engine 
rooms, and the latest BMW 
5 Series is a prime example.
